rO  THE  GLORY  OF  THE  GREAT  AROHETEOT. 

WiEEREAS  the  harmony  and  happiness  of  the  Ancient  and  Honourable 
Society  of  Free  and  Accepted  Ma.^ons  have  been  disturbed  by  the  late 
revolution,  and  the  free  intercourse  and  correspondence  between  the 
Fraternity  in  America  and  G.  Britain,  thereby  in  a great  measure  broken 
off;  whereby  it  has  become  necessary  that  the  Brethren,  in  the  state  of 
North-Carolina,  establish  a certain  mode,  or  frame  of  constitution,  for 
the  well  ordering  and  uniform  government  of  the  Society. 

And  whereas  a majority  of  the  several  regular  constituted  Lodges  of 
this  state  having  elected  Delegates  for  the  express  jiurpose  of  forming 
such  constitution,  and  electing  the  Grand  Officers  of  the  state;  the  follow-

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Free  and  Accepted  ]\Iason?;  who  with  !=nch  ineinhers  as  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  several  Lod«>es  to  attend  in  Convention,  shall  be  stiled  and  denomi- 
nated Tlie  Crand  Lodge  of  tlie  state  of  North-Cai'olina;  which  grand 
Lodge  shall  exercise  all  the  ])owers  incident  or  usual  to  Grand  Lodges 
held  under  the  authorities  exin-essed  in  the  hook  of  constitutions  (until 
a constitution  for  the  government  of  the  Craft  shall  be  proposed  and 
adoiited  1)V  a continental  Grand  Lodge,  if  such  shall  be  appointed)  and 
that  all  jirivate  Lodges  conform  and  subject  themselves  to  such  govern- 
ment accordingly. 

And  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  this  constitution  into  effect,  the 
Bretlmm  proceeded  in  their  ancient  and  laudal)le  method,  to  elect  the 
Otlicers  of  the  said  Grand  Lodge  for  the  ensuing  year  from  the  next  St. 
John’s  day,  tlie  ballots  being  taken,  the  following  Brethren,  to  wit, 
Samuel  Johnston,  Grand  IMaster;  Kich.  Caswell,  Deputy  Grand  Master; 
Rich.  Ellis,  Senior  Grand  Warden;  IMichael  Payne,  Junior  Grand  War- 
den; Abnei’  Xeale,  Grand  Treasurer,  and  J.  Cdasgow,  Grand  Secretary, 
were  duly  elected  and  announced  aecordingl}p

DELIVERED  BY  THE  MOST  WOPSHIPFEL  JOHN  MAKE,  PRESI- 
DENT OF  TliE  CONVENTION,  PIELD  AT  TARBOROUGH,  IN 
DEC.  5787,  AFTER  THE  INSTALLATION  OF  THE  GRAND- 
OFFICERS,  IN  THE  NEWLY  CONSTITUTED  GRAND  LODGE. 


Most  Woisliipful  Samuel  Joluixton,  Esq.  and  Jiichurd  Casirclf,  Esquire,  Grand 
Master  and  Dejmttj  Grand  Master  of  Muso)i.s  in  the  state  of  Xorth  Garulina. 

As  you  have  the  honor  of  being  placed  at  the  head  of  us  in  tlie 
masonic  zone,  we  flatter  ourselves  that  under  your  wisdom  and  patronage, 
the  art  of  masonry  will  flourish  amongst  us.  Let  me  olrserve  to  jmu  on 
this  occasion  that  our  ancient  constitution  is  to  be  your  guide  and  support; 
being  persuaded  that  exhortation  to  a more  punctual  discharge  of  your 
duties  would  appear  at  present  unnecessary,  still  permit  me,  without  giv- 
ing offence  to  any  one  in  this  large  and  respectable  meeting,  to  make  a 
few  observations;  perhaps  they  may  be  of  benetit  to  the  newly  admitted 
Brethren,  if  any  are  present. 

Would  every  Brother  consider  the  advantages  he  derives  bj'  being  initi- 
ated in  our  Body,  he  would  surely  confess  its  glorious  jirecepts  taught  in 
all  regular  Lodges,  aie  calculated  in  a particular  manner  to  form  their 
minds  in  goodness;  they  strongly  recommend  us  to  cultivate  our  several 
duties  to  God,  our  neighbors,  ourselves  and  charity  to  all  mankind.  The 
rules  of  this  Fraternity  have  a direct  tendency  to  promote  moral  and 
social  virtue;  let  us  then  be  careful  to  justify  ourselves  in  paying  a 
punctual  attention  to  the  rules  of  this  grand  Profession,  and  above  all  let 
us  conform  ourselves  to  that  great  light  the  law  of  God,  that  will  teach 
us  to  be  submissive  to  our  superiors,  to  our  equals  courteous,  and  to  our 
inferiors  kind  and  condescending. 

Masonry  is  an  offspring  of  Heaven,  the  jiatroness  of  the  liberal  arts  and 
sciences,  which  polish  human  nature,  and  happy  are  they  in  some  degree 
that  are  conversant  with  her;  and  we  find  that  many  of  her  votaries  are 
rendered  immortal  by  their  works. 

V'ou  will  allow  me  to  recommend  to  you,  whenever  any  candidate  asks 
admittance,  that  there  will  always  be  made  a strict  and  impartial  enquiry 
into  their  characters  of  whatever  rank  or  condition;  this  neglect  has 
brought  an  abuse  too  common  in  most  Lodges,  and  this  timely  care  will 
give  a i)ermanency  to  the  Craft  which  will  restore  honour  and  dignity 
upon  its  members.

l^rother  OlHcei’K  now  present,  permit  me  to  address  myself  to  you;  from 
the  important  places  you  now  till,  I have  the  greatest  reason  to  expect 
that  you  will  not  he  too  much  elated  with  that  honour,  but  losing  sight 
of  it,  will  ha^■e  only  in  view  the  services  your  ottices  demand;  this  con- 
duct, while  it  endears  you  to  others,  will  not  fail  to  raise  your  own  repu- 
tation. 1 likewise  trust  that  you  will  be  more  punctual  to  the  regula- 
tions of  this  grand  society;  such  is  its  nature,  that  as  some  must  rule 
and  teach,  so  others  must  of  course  learn  to  obey. 

Your  being  merged  in  political  honors  will  not  make  you  forget  in 
what  line  you  now  stand.  I hope  the  solemn  engagements  on  your  initia- 
tion will  api^ear  too  important  to  be  tritled  with.  Stand  firm  on  the 
foundation  on  which  you  are  placed,  keep  a stretched  out  arm,  holding 
a plumb  line,  in  your  hand,  an  emblem  of  your  rectitude,  and  you  shall 
not  lie  jiassed  by. 

Let  these  considerations  my  worthy  Ifi-ethren,  animate  us  in  the  pur- 
suit of  so  noble  a Science,  that  we  may  be  qualilied  to  fill  in  turn  the 
most  distinguished  places  and  at  the  same  time  let  our  actions  convince 
the  world  that  trnth,  brotherly  love  and  a desire  to  afford  relief  to  the 
distressed,  are  the  grand  jirinciples  whereon  we  proceed,  so  that  when 
we  have  past  this  life  in  the  discharge  of  our  duties,  as  men  and  Free 
Masons,  we  may  obtain  the  reward,  which  is  admittance  in  those  happy 
I'egions  where  reigns  silence  and  peace  forevermore.

As  we  have  gone  through  the  important  business  for  which  we  met 
together,  allow  me  in  the  gladness  of  my  heart  to  express  the  gratitude  I 
owe  you,  in  having  the  honour  to  sit  in  this  exalted  Chair;  and  as  I am 
about  to  leave  it,  to  express  the  happiness  I feel  at  this  time  in  seeing 
the  great  work  for  which  we  are  convened  finished;  I hope  the  result  of 
it  will  give  a stability  to  the  Society,  which  will  I'eflect  honour  and  dig- 
nity upon  the  craft. 

We  may  flatter  ourselves,  as  we  have  laid  a foundation  and  placed  such 
exalted  characters  at  our  head,  that  Free  Masonry  will  liourish  through- 
out this  state.  I hope  it  will  not  be  taken  amiss  if  1 charge  you  on  this 
occasion,  that  you  will  observe  a strict  attention  to  the  rules  and  con- 
stitution tif  Masonry  in  your  respective  lodges  that  will  cement  us  all  in 
one  bond  of  brotherly  love. 

As  I am  now  taking  my  leave  of  you,  permit  me  to  imjiloie  the  world’s 
Great  Architect,  who  is  our  supreme  Grand  Master,  to  bless  you  with  all 
those  gifts  of  understanding,  and  all  those  calm  dispositions  of  heart, 
which  will  make  you  ornaments  to  your  friends  and  happy  in  yourselves. 


EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  AHIMAX  REZUX. 
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Richard  Caswell,  the  first  Governor  of  North  Carolina, 
under  a declaration  of  rights,  and  a constitution  which 
was  adopted  in  1776,  was  the  second  Grand  INIaster  of 
Masons  in  this  State.  lie  had  been  a member  of  the  Pro- 
vincial Congress  that  framed  the  Constitution  for  this  State 
and  had  presided  over  that  body  as  its  President,  and  had 
also  received  from  it  the  appointment  of  Brigadier-General 
of  the  militia  of  the  district  of  Newbern. 

Governor  Caswell  was  an  earnest,  zealous  Mason,  and  as 
such  he  received  the  highest  honors  of  the  fraternity, 
being  the  second  Grand  Master  after  the  Independent 
Grand  Lodge  w'as  framed  in  17S7,  and  he  held  the  office 
at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  was  preceded  as  Grand 
Master  by  Samuel  -lohnston,  the  first  Grand  Master,  who 
was  elected  Governor  of  North  Carolina  at  the  death  of 
Governor  Caswell  ; and  his  successor  as  Grand  Master  was 
Mhlliam  Richardson  Davie,  the  third  Grand  Master  in  this 
State,  and  wdio  held  the  office  for  nine  years,  during  the 
last  of  which  he  was  also  Governor  of  the  State.  Thus 
from  the  independence  of  this  State  until  the  last  year  of 
the  century  each  of  her  three  Governors  was  also  the  Grand 
Master  of  Masons  of  North  Carolina.

ADDRESS. 

To  the  Brethren  of  the  Gimul  Lo<hje  of  Xorth  Cni  olina  : 

IVe  have  once  more  assembled  in  Annual  Grand  Communication,  and 
it  is  a great  pleasure  to  me  to  greet  you  once  more  in  this  familiar  hall, 
for  while  those  of  us  who  were  so  fortunate  as  to  be  r.>resent  at  our 
last  Annual  Grand  Communication  in  the  city  of  Wilmington  greatly 
enjoyed  the  hospitality  and  kind  attention  of  our  bi-ethren  of  the  Cape 
Fear,  yet  none  of  us  felt  at  home  as  we  do  here,  and  I missed  the 
familiar  faces,  counsel  and  advice  of  many  who  have  been  regular  in 
their  attendance  on  the  sessions  of  the  Grand  Lodge  for  years,  and  wlioin 
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I am  greatly  rejoiced  to  see  here  again  to-night,  as  well  as  those  younger 
hut  no  less  zealous  brethren  who  are  present  for  the  first  time,  and  extend 
to  each  and  all  of  you  a cordial  and  fraternal  welcome. 

OUJi  OW.\  .lURISDICTION. 

.Vll  of  ns  are  painfully  aware  of  the  continued  “hard  times”  and 
financial  depression,  yet,  notwithstanding  this,  INIasonry  has  moved 
onward  and  upward  in  this  Jurisdiction  during  the  past  year,  and  I con- 
gratulate you  that  while  our  progress  has  been  gradual,  yet  I believe  that 
Masonry  is  better  understood  and  appreciated  than  ever  before,  and  that 
it  is  fast  being  recognized  as  a great  moral  force  in  the  land,  and  conse- 
quently is  receiving  the  encouragement  and  support  of  the  best  citizens. 

We  have  indeed  a great  work  before  us,  but  if  we  are  only  true  to 
ourselves  and  to  tlie  teachings  of  Masonry  we  will  receive  the  commenda- 
tion of  all  good  men  everywhere. 

I’eace,  harmony  and  brotherly  love  [irevail  throughout  this  Grand 
Jurisdiction,  for,  although  in  a few  isolated  cases  there  have  been  some 
misunderstandings  which  might  have  created  discord,  yet  I am  gratified 
to  report  that  in  every  case  coming  under  my  observation  there  has  been 
no  difficulty  in  settling  the  supposed  differences,  the  brethren  and 
Lodges  being  at  all  times  willing  to  act  in  a true  Masonic  spirit.  In 
nearly  every  instance  the  supposed  differences  were  caused  by  a failure 
to  under.stand  or  to  follow  the  law  as  laid  down  in  the  Masonic  Code  of 
North  Carolina,  wliich  was  carefully  compiled  for  the  information  of  the 
brethren,  and  which  is  worthy  of  a more  careful  study  than  seems  to 
be  given  it;  consequently  the  Grand  Master  is  given  a great  deal  of 
unnecessary  work,  and  Lodges  and  brethren  caused  to  have  improper 
feelings  towards  each  other. 

SISTER  GR.VNI)  .JURISDICTIONS. 

( )ur  relations  with  all  of  our  sister  Grand  .Jurisdictions  continue  to  be  of 
the  most  pleasant  and  fraternal  character.  With  those  which  so  desired 
I have  continued  the  obsolete  and  cumbersome  custom  of  appointing 
Grand  Representatives.  Although  I can  see  no  good  they  can  do,  how- 
ever 1 believe  they  do  no  harm. 

FOREIG.N  GRAND  .JURISDICTION, S. 

At  our  last  Annual  Communication  I called  the  attention  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  to  the  request  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Cuba  for  fraternal  recogni- 
tion. The  committee  to  whom  the  matter  was  referred  reported,  request- 
ing that  action  be  deferred  until  the  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  which 
reiiort  was  adopted. 
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I sincerely  hope  this  Gi'and  Body  will  in  justice  to  our  brethren  in 
Cuba  take  some  decided  action  in  the  matter  and  extend  to  them  the 
fraternal  i-ecognition  they  crave. 

DISCEXSATIOXS.  . 

I have,  during  the  year,  been  asked  to  grant  a great  many  dispensa- 
tions, and  have  always  done  so  when  I could  without  going  beyond  the 
ancient  landmarks  of  IMasonry. 

DISPEXS.-iTIOXS  FOR  NEW  LODGES. 

I have  granted  eight  dispensations  for  new  Lodges;  some  I have  lieen 
compelled  to  refuse,  as  I did  not  believe  the  best  interest  of  the  Craft 
would  be  served  by  doing  so  at  this  time.  * 

I can  only  rejieat  what  I said  in  my  address  last  year  ; “That  while  I 
believe  every  facility  should  be  aftbrded  the  brethren  to  comfortably  and 
conveniently  meet  together,  I do  not  believe  a dispensation  should  be 
granted  unless  there  are  a sufficient  number  of  earnest,  zealous  Masons  to 
form  the  proposed  Lodge;  to  properly  furnish  a suitable  hall;  good 
material  to  work  up,  and,  above  all,  officers  who  are  competent  to  confer 
the  degrees  in  accordance  with  the  Work  of  the  Grand  Lodge.”  I am 
sorry  to  say  this  is  not  always  the  case;  and  although  I have  tried  faith- 
fully to  carefully  and  fully  investigate  the  circumstances  in  every  case, 
yet  I have  been  mortified  by  having  a Lodge  under  dispensation,  after 
failing  to  do  any  work  or  to  be  of  any  V'enefit  to  iMasonry,  request  me  to 
take  back  the  dispensation,  as  they  wished  to  return  to  their  mother 
Lodge,  being  satisfied  they  made  a mistake  in  attempting  to  form  a new 
Lodge. 

I am  satisfied  if  more  Lodges  under  dispiensation,  and  prerhaps  .some 
chartered  ones,  had  the  courage  to  follow  the  example  of  these  brethren 
it  would  perhaps  be  better  for  them  and  the  Craft  at  large. 

I have  requested  each  Lodge  to  whom  dispensations  have  been  granted 
to  secure  the  services  of  one  of  the  Grand  Lectmers,  and  thus  at  least 
commence  their  IMasonic  life  in  a piroper  manner,  and  in  every  case 
where  this  has  been  done  the  best  results  have  followed. 

SPECIAL  COM.MUXICATIOXS. 

There  have  only  been  three  Spiecial  Communications  of  the  Grand 
Lodge:  One  in  Oxford,  .June  22d;  one  in  Winston,  June  2t)th,  to  lay  cor- 
ner-stone of  fligh  School;  one  in  Camden  county,  July  6th. 

I am  satisfied  that  the  Special  Communication  of  the  (irand  I^odge 
held  in  Oxford  is  for  the  best  intei'est  of  the  Asylum,  as,  in  addition  to 
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the  (iiand  I.odge,  a good  many  distinguished  citizens  of  tlie  State,  who 
had  never  before  visited  the  Asyhnii,  were  present;  some  of  whom  have 
since  shown  their  interest  in  our  work  there  hy  liberal  contributions, 
which  I am  assured  will  be  cc>utinned. 

THU  ORPHAN  ASYLL'M, 

This  institution,  so  dear  to  the  heai'ts  of  all  Masons,  and  of  which  we 
are  so  justly  ]iroud,  and  whicli  is  worthy  of  mir  liest  care  and  su])port, 
is,  I am  thankfid  to  say,  in  a better  condition  than  it  has  ever  been;  for 
while  there  have  been  a good  many  clianges  necessarily  made  in  its 
a<lniinistration,  yet,  under  the  management  of  the  present  Superin- 
tendent, who  combines  rare  business  capacity,  executive  ability,  sound 
judgment  and  earnest  Christian  character,  and  love  for  his  work  and  for 
the. children,  and  who  is  blessed  with  a noble  Christian  wife,  who  assists 
him  in  this  great  work,  I can  say,  without  !iny  reflection  on  any  one, 
that  the  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum  is  at  present  in  reality  an  orphan  home, 
where  the  little  orphans  are  not  only  cared  for  and  instructed,  but  where 
they  are  made  to  feel  that  their  health,  happiness  and  comfort  are  looked 
aftei',  not  merely  as  a duty,  but  because  they  are  indeed  our  children, 
and  that  they  have  some  one  to  love  them  and  care  for  them. 

I liope  every  mendier  of  the  Orand  Lodge  will  be  able  to  take  advan- 
tage of  the  jiroposed  trip  to  Oxford,  in  order  that  they  may  each  see  for 
himself  what  is  l.)eing  done  for  the  orphans,  and  I am  sure  we  will 
all  return  well  satisfled  with  the  manner  in  which  the  Asylum  is  con- 
ducted, and  determined,  if  possible,  to  do  more  than  ever  before  to  help 
carry  on  this  glorious  work. 

Lev.  AV.  S.  Black  having  accepted  the  position  as  Presiding  Elder  in 
the  AVarrenton  District,  Methodist  Ciiurch,  resigned  as  Su]jerintendent 
of  the  Asylum  on  Alay  1,  18i)4. 

The  Board  of  Directors,  after  carefully  considering  the  applications 
before  them,  elected  Bro.  X.  M.  Lawrence,  of  Tarboro,  to  succeed  him, 
and  I c(jngratulate  them  and  tlie  Asylum  on  the  wisdom  of  their  selec- 
tion. The  good  i)eo])le  of  the  State  have  not  failed  to  remember  the 
orphans,  even  in  tliese  hard  times,  and  our  grateful  thanks  are  due  them 
for  their  libei'al  contributions,  by  which  we  have  been  enabled  to  com- 
fortably care  for  the  two  hundred  orjdians  in  our  care,  and  to  end  the 
year  free  from  all  debt.  May  the  God  of  the  fatherless  grant  that  it  may 
ever  be  tlius ! 

James  A.  Bi-adley,  of  California  (a  native  North  Carolinian,  who  though 
far  away  from  us  never  forgot  his  native  State  or  her  people),  has 
donated  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  for  the  use  of  the  (Jxford  Orphan  Asylum, 
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a very  valuable  lot  in  the  city  of  ^Minneapolis,  which  most  timely  and 
acceptable  gift  will  I hope  receive  ])roper  recognition  from  this  Grand 
Body. 

The  orphans  have  no  better  friend  than  Mr.  B.  N.  Duke,  of  Durham, 
who,  in  adilition  to  Iris  other  valuable  gifts  to  the  Asylum*  proposes  to 
donate  $5,000  for  permanent  improvements  if  the  Masons  of  the  State 
will  raise  a similar  amount.  Brethren,  we  must  do  this  and  also  most 
sincerely  thank  3Ir.  Duke  for  his  liberality  and  kindness. 

CROCEEDINGS  OF  OK.VXD  LODGE. 

I have  received  several  applications  from  other  (irand  Lodges,  and 
from  individuals,  for  copies  of  the  “Proceedings  ” of  tlris  Grand  Lodge, 
especially  for  those  of  the  earlier  years  of  our  existence. 

I have  been  unable  to  comply  with  these  requests,  as  the  Proceedings 
in  question  were  out  of  print  and  could  not  be  procured. 

In  this  connection  I call  your  attention  to  a letter  received  from 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa,  one  of  the  grandchildren  of  tlris  Grand  Lodge, 
and  as  all  of  our  descendants  have  been  a credit  to  us  I hope  the  Grand 
Lodge  will  grant  this  request,  if  possible,  and  thus  show  them  we  are 
proud  of  our  children  and  wish  to  keep  in  close  touch  and  communion 
with  them.  I feel  sure  there  would  be  considerable  demand  for  these 
Proceedings  should  they  be  reprinted,  not  only  from  51asons,  but  from 
others,  as  they  would  be  a valuable  record  of  our  honorable  past. 

Some  Grand  Lodges,  much  younger  than  our  own,  have  had  reprints 
of  their  earlier  Proceedings,  and  I hope  we  can  see  our  way  to  do  the 
same.

The  Silent  Reaper  has. been  busy  during  the  year,  not  only  among  our 
own  but  in  our  sister  Grand  .lurisdictions,  where  some  of  the  most  hon- 
ored and  distinguished  brethren  have  entered  the  Grand  Lodge  on  high. 
Amon»  those  in  our  own  State  we  aie  called  upon  to  mourn  are  Past 
Grand  Masters  E.  G.  Reade  and  John  IMcCormick,  both  of  whom  passed 
away  at  a ripe  old  age,  having  been  honored  by  their  brethren  and  their 
State.  May  their  virtuous  lives  be  unto  us  as  examples  for  us  to  follow, 
that  like  them  we  may  die  honored  and  regretted  by  our  brethren  I 

.\TTEXD.VXCE  OX  GR.\.XI)  LODGE. 

Evei'y  Lodge  ought  to  be  represented  in  the  Grand  Lodge  if  possible 
by  one  of  its  own  members;  if  not,  then  certainly  by  proxy,  who  should 
be  in  full  sympathy  and  accord  with  the  Lodge  he  represents. 

There  has  not  been  the  full  representation  in  the  Grand  Lodge  there 
should  be;  in  fact,  some  of  the  lMasonic  publications  of  sister  .Turisdic- 
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tions  have  called  attention  to  this  fact,  and  have  urged  a revival  of  inter- 
est in  the  work  of  the  (fraud  Lodge,  which  I hope  the  brethren  will  heed 
and  make  the  (irand  Lodge  wliat  it  ought  to  be,  a full  representation  of 
the  Subordinate  Lodges.  Then,  all  being  equally  represented,  none  can 
complain  of 'Sny  legislation  which  they  did  not  desire. 

OFFICl.\L  VISITATIONS. 

1 regret  that  1 have  not  made  as  many  otlicial  visitations  as  I wished, 
as  1 am  more  than  ever  satisfied  tliat  if  the  ( irand  Master  could  visit 
every  Lodge  in  the  State  and  become  personally  acquainted  with  the 
lirethren,  learn  their  needs,  correct  their  grievances,  if  any  exist,  and 
encourage  them  in  their  work,  that  great  good  to  the  Craft  would  result. 

I was  most  cordially  and  fraternally  received  by  those  whom  it  was 
my  good  fortune  to  visit. 

I have  made  few  decisions  of  general  interest  during  the  year,  most  of 
the  questions  asked  simply  requii'ing  a constraetion  of  the  law  as  plainly 
])rovided  in  the  Code.  The  following  may  be  of  interest: 

I decided  that  the  Lenal  .Jurisdiction  of  a Lodge  was  equal  to  and  cor- 
responded with  its  Territorial  .Jurisdiction,  and  that  a I^odge  had  a right 
to  arraign  and  try  any  INIason  living  in  its  .Jurisdiction. 

'2,.  That  a Mason  who  dimits  from  his  own  I^odge,  moves  into  the 
.Jurisdiction  of  another  Lodge,  petitions  for  membership,  is  rejected,  can- 
not a[)ply  for  membership  in  any  other  Lodge  without  the  consent  of 
tlie  Lodge  which  rejected  him  as  long  as  he  lives  in  that  .Jurisdiction. 

APPEALS  FOR  ASSLSTAXCE. 

A great  many  appeals  for  assistance  have  been  forwarded  to  me  for  my 
approval.  A great  many  of  them  I felt  comjielled  to  return  disapproved, 
as  I did  not  judge  them  exactly  what  I thought  the  (fraud  Lodge  con- 
templated should  be  worthy  objects  for  assistance.  It  is  almost  impossi- 
ble for  tlie  Grand  Master  always  to  know  what  is  best,  but  I have  tried 
to  do  right  in  all  these  cases  and  have  diligently  inquired  into  the  merits 
of  each  one. 

In  conclusion,  brethren,  I desire  to  return  you  my  earnest,  sincere 
thanks  for  the  honor  you  have  conferred  on  me,  for  your  cordial  co-op- 
eration, sympathy  and  support  during  my  entire  term  as  Grand  Master, 
without  wdrich  I should  have  been  unable  to  carry  out  the  work  so  gen- 
erously confided  to  me  Jiy  you.  Your  uniform  courtesy  and  kindness  is 
gratefully  appreciated,  and  while  I am  aw’are  that  I have  failed  in  some 
things  and  possibly  have  erred  in  otliers,  yet  I beg  you  all  to  remember 
that  I have  during  my  term  as  (fraud  IMa.ster  been  without  the  advice. 
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assistance  and  guidance  of  that  great  and  good  man,  that  zealous,  learned 
Mason,  Grand  Secretary  Donald  W.  Bain,  who  from  his  long  and  faith- 
ful service  as  Grand  Secretary,  and  his  intimate  acquaintance  not  only 
with  the  laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  all  Masonic  usages  and  customs, 
but  with  the  individual  members  of  the  Craft,  was  the  right  hand  to  and 
the  wise  and  safe  adviser  of  most  of  my  predecessors,  and  while  all  of 
us  have  missed  him  and  mourned  his  death,  none  have  felt  it  more 
keenly  than  myself  I have,  as  I said,  made  mistakes,  but  I have  tried 
my  best  to  serve  you  with  fervency  and  zeal,  acting  always  for  what  I 
thought  to  be  the  best  interest  of  the  fraternity,  and  when  I shall  have 
delivered  the  gavel  of  the  Grand  blaster  to  n y successor  I shall  lose 
none  of  my  interest  in  or  zeal  for  the  welfare,  happiness  and  prosperity 
of  our  noble  order  and  of  each  individual  Mason  in  this  Grand  Jurisdic- 
tion. Again  thanking  you  for  your  kindness  to  me  and  assuring  you  I 
will  do  all  I can  to  assist  you  in  making  this  Communication  redound  to 
the  welfare  of  the  Craft.

GRAND  BECRETARA^hS  REPORT. 

Tlie  Grand  Secretary  presented  the  following  re|)Ort, 
which  wa.s  read  and  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee  ; 

To  the  Mod  Worsthijifnl  Grand  Lodge  of  North  GaroHna: 

When  selected  by  this  Ci-and  Body  as  its  Secretary  to  succeed  my 
lamented  father,  who  had  always  occupied  such  a warm  spot  in  the 
hearts  of  Masonry  in  this  Grand  .Turisdiction,  I felt  profoundly  grateful 
for  the  honor  conferred  and  deemed  it  a tribute  to  his  memory  i-ather 
than  a recognition  of  my  own  merit.  At  that  time  I was  unfamiliar 
with  the  duties  of  this  important  office,  which  I felt  must  be  performed 
with  care  and  proficiency;  and  realized  the  fact  that  great  requirements 
would  be  exacted  of  me,  as  the  Craft  liad  a right  to  expect  it  and 
naturally  would  expect  it,  since  the  afiairs  of  the  office  had  for  so  many 
years  been  conducted  with  such  marked  accuracy  and  satisfaction.  I 
accepted  the  office  with  fear  and  trembling,  lest  I should  not  give  that 
satisfaction  which  I so  devoutly  desired;  but  being  filled  with  a strong 
desire  to  perpetuate  the  name  of  mj^  firther  in  the  office,  1 determined  to 
accept  and  do  the  best  I could. 
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During  my  first  year's  tenure  of  tlie  office  my  time  was  not  my  own, 
as  I was  employed  as  book-keejier  in  the  Citizens  National  Bank  of 
Raleigh,  and  I felt  it  my  duty  to  give  their  business  my  first  attention 
or  else  I'esign,  as  they  had  a prior  claim  on  me.  i\Jy  time  being  so 
divided,  I soon  became  convinced  that  it  was  impossible  for  me  to  give 
that  satisfaction  to  the  Grand  Lodge  which  was  required  of  me,  I then 
determined  to  resign  my  position  in  the  hank  at  the  end  of  the  year  if 
I’e-elected  Grand  Secretary  at  'Wilmington.  I so  stated  when  re-elected. 
Soon  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Grand  Lodge  at  Wilmington  I was 
taken  sick;  in  fact,  was  very  unwell  while  there,  and  \\ent  from  thereto 
Thomasville,  Ga.,  where  I remained  for  several  -weeks  in  a vain  endeavor 
to  regain  my  strength.  I continued  in  wretched  health  foi'  eight  months; 
this,  in  addition  to  sickness  in  my  family,  completely  unnerved  me  and 
rendered  me  unfit  for  bu.«iness,  which  was  the  cause  of  the  delay  in 
getting  out  the  Pi’oceedings  of  the  last  Grand  Lodge;  also  for  the  lack  of 
promptness  in  answei'ing  some  of  my  mail,  t^everal  months  ago  I stated 
to  friends  that  I would  not  be  a candidate  for  re-election,  as  I felt  it 
unjust  and  unpatriotic  to  continue  longer  in  the  office  without  being  able 
to  give  it  more  time  and  attention.  I do  not  now  ask  for  further  siRijjort 
at  your  hands,  but  I do  ask  for  a just  and  impartial  consideration  of  my 
official  duties,  and  if  I have  committed  errors,  or  left  undone  things 
which  ought  to  have  been  done,  I ask  yon  to  believe  me  when  I say  I 
have  done  the  very  best  that  could  have  been  do.ne  under  the  circum- 
stances. The  duties  of  the  office  have  been  onerous,  but  it  has  been  a 
labor  of  love,  and  I have  cheerfully  devoted  my  best  energies,  so  far  as 
conditions  would  permit,  in  advancing  the  best  interest  of  iMasonry  and 
in  endeavoring  to  give  you  satisfaction. 

I respectfully  submit  the  following  brief  report  to  the  attention  of  the 
Grand  Lodge.  I am  pleased  to  state  that  the  woi'k  in  this  .Turisdiction 
for  the  past  year  has,  in  the  main,  been  satisfactory.  IMany  of  the 
Lodges  have  been  active,  while  others  have  languished.  Some  have 
■u’orked  with  unusual  zeal  and  maintained  a steady,  healthful  growth, 
while  others  have  well-nigh  yielded  to  despondency  as  the  effect  of 
apathy  on  the  part  of  their  members.  I attribute  this  in  a great  measure 
to  the  general  financial  depression  which  has  cast  its  blighting  shadow 
over  the  wliole  country.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS  OF  ORPHAN 

ASYLUM. 

Bro.  N.  B.  Bfonglitoii,  for  the  Board  of  Director.s  of  the 
Oxford  Oi'|)han  Asylum,  submitfed  the  following  report, 
which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Orphan  Asylum  ; 

To  the  Most  Worsht])fnl  Grand  Lodije  of  Xorth  Carolina: 

We  herewith  submit  a report  of  the  condition  of  the  Orphan  Asylum 
for  the  year  1804. 

We  made  the  gratifying  announcement  in  our  last  report  that  the 
Asylum  was  free  from  debt,  that  no  bills  remained  uipiaid,  and  that  we 
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had  a small  balance  to  our  credit.  During  this  year  we  have  been  able 
to  pursue  the  same  course,  and  the  close  of  1S!)4  finds  the  finances  of  the 
institution  in  a healthy  and  flourishing  condition,  for  ])articulars  of 
which  we  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  Ti-eastirer. 

Dr.  W.  Black  having  resigned  the  ollice  of  Superintendent,  the 
Board  of  Directors,  at  a meeting  held  on  the  20th  clay  of  March  last,  in 
Durham,  all  but  one  I tirector  being  present,  elected  Bro.  N.  M.  Lawrence, 
of  Tarboro,  N.  C.,  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  b.y  the  resignation  of  Dr, 
Black.  We  feel  that  our  action  at  that  meeting  was  insi)ii’ed  by  wisdom 
from  on  high,  for  we  are  satisfied  that  we  have  secured  the  right  man 
for  this  most  responsible  position,  combining  as  he  does  rare  business 
tact  and  skill,  capacity  and  judgment  with  love  for  the  children  and 
work.  Di  the  eight  months  that  Bro.  Lawrence  has  had  charge  of  the 
Asylum  he  has  demonsti-ated  his  eminent  fitness  for  the  ijosition,  and, 
with  the  assistance  of  his  good  wife  and  corps  of  tcacliers  and  emj)loyees, 
lias  brought  the  institution  u[i  to  a high  standai'd.  We  are  glad  to  be 
able  to  report  all  departments  in  lietter  condition  than  they  have  ever 
been.  The  children  have  been  in  excellent  health  and  appear  to  be 
happy  and  contented.  The  reports  of  the  Superintendent  and  Secretary 
and  Treasurer  show  in  detail  the  operations  oi'Jhe  Asylum.  Improve- 
ments have  been  made  as  the  means  at  our  command  would  allow,  but  a 
great  deal  remains  to  be  done,  and  we  trust  to  be  able  during  the  coming 
year  to  carry  out  several  iniiiortant  features. 

^^'e  have  been  unable  to  sell  any  portion  of  the  land  belonging  to  the 
Asylum,  it  being  rather  undesirable,  but  we  shall  keeii  on  trying,  and 
hope  to  succeed  sometime.  Before  closing  this  report  we  desire  to  call 
your  sjiecial  attention  to  that  portion  of  the  Superintendent’s  report  where 
he  refers  to  the  most  liberal  pr(.iposition  made  by  an  ardent  friend  of  the 
Asylum,  and  sincerely  hope  that  you  will  take  the  necessary  steps  to 
com[)ly  with  his  conditions. 

We  als(.)acknowledge  with  gratitude  the  gift  of  Bro.  James  A.  Bradley,  of 
( iakland,  California,  reference  to  which  is  made  in  the  Superintendent’s 
repoi't. 

Earnestly  commending  the  great  work  of  the  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina,  we  are.

In  spite  of  the  money  stringency,  low  prices  of  everything  and  dull 
times  the  contributions  have  been  larger  than  for  a number  of  years 
past,  and  we  are  under  renewed  obligations  to  our  many'  kind  friends 
who  have  given  so  liberally  from  their  substance  for  the  support  of  the 
orphans  committed  to.  our  care.  This  liberality  will  enable  us  to  make 
several  much-needed  improvements  and  increase  the  number  of  children 
in  the  Asylum. 

I suggest  that  for  the  coming  year  the  Grand  Lodge  appropriate  the 
same  amount  of  money  as  last  year,  to-wit,  $3,500. 

The  finances  of  the  Asylum  are  in  a healthy  condition;  there  is  no- 
indebtedness, all  bills  being  paid  on  presentation.

SCHOOL  DEPARTMENT. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  session,  Sei^tember  1st,  the  schorl  hours 
were  changed  from  the  afternoon  to  morning.  A child  is  better  fitted  to 
receive  and  retain  instruction,  better  capacitated  to  think,  aftei'a  night’s 
rest.  The  mind  is  fresher  and  more  receptive.  The  study  of  the  pre- 
vious night  is  better  utilized,  and  the  lessons  more  readily  compre- 
hended. The  larger  boys  work  the  farm,  the  larger  girls  do  the  cooking, 
washing,  ironing  and  such  like  work.  In  the  afternoon  they  are  tired,' 
inattentive  and  really  not  fit  to  receive  instruction. 

The  school  has  been  reoiganized  and  put  on  a basis  with  graded  schools 
of  the  State,  with  a course  of  study  in  harmony  with  them,  so  that  if 
there  is  a boy  or  girl  with  ambition  to  make  something  of  themselves 
arrangements  can  and  have  been  made  to  give  them  the  opi^ortunity  in 
some  of  the  colleges,  male  and  female,  in  the  State. 

One  of  our  girls,  Annie  Strickland,  from  Franklin  county,  has  been 
taken  by  the  Louisburg  Female  College,  at  Louisburg,  X.  C.,  to  educate. 

M"e  have  a most  efficient  faculty,  both  as  to  intellectual  and  social 
culture.  They  are  thoroughly  devoted  to  their  work,  and  possess  that 
which  alone  can  make  one  successful  in  an  institution  like  this — the  art 
of  making  the  children  love  them. 

Miss  Finlator  teaches  vocal  music  and  telegraphy.  A vocal  lesson  is 
given  in  each  school-room  every  day  and  a general  drill  is  given  every 
afternoon  of  scho'ol  days..  She  has  a class  of  ten  girls  and  boys  who 
have  an  hour’s  instruction  each  day  in  telegraphy. 

Miss  Finlator  came  to  the  Asylum  when  she  was  eleven  years  old,  from 
Cumbei'land  county,  and  when  she  reached  the  age  of  discharge,  on 
account  of  her  advancement  and  proficiency,  was  i-etained  as  a vocal 
teacher.  Those  who  have  been  to  the  Asylum  or  heard  the  Orphan 
Choir  sinsf.  in  several  of  the  towns  of  the  State,  can  l.)ear  testimonv  to 
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the  i)i'oficieiicy  of  her  pupils.  AVe  point  to  her  as  one  of  the  rij)ened 
fruits  of  tliis  institution.

He  came  to  the 
Asylum  from  .Tohnston  county  when  he  was  eleven  5'ears  old — was 
educated  and  learned  his  trade  here.  He  has  under  him  four  boys  who 
help  make  all  the  shoes  made  for  the  children.

Cj)  to  llecember  1st  Mr.  M.  L.  Davis,  of  IMecklenbnrg  county,  was  the 
manager.  lie  resigned  his  position  at  that  time  and  Air.  T.  H.  Christie, 
of  Halifax  county,  was  einjiloyed  in  his  place.  8inceMay  1st  $30.90  has 
been  received  from  sale  of  vegetables. 

Comjiaring-  this  year  with  last,  the  farm  has  not  done  so  well,  but  it 
has  suppdied  us  with  vegetables,  fed  our  teams  and  fattened  our  hogs, 
but  did  not  give  us  pirovender  enough  for  our  cattle  through  the  winter. 
AVe  expect  to  put  more  land  in  grass  and  clover,  and  prepare  crops  for 
ensilage,  as  soon  as  we  can  build  silos. 

AVe  have  3 mules,  2 horses,  11  cows,  7 heifers,  3 calves  and  one  bull, 
and  about  60  head  of  hogs — more  than  half  of  these  are  pigs.  AA'’e  expect 
to  kill  aboiit  .'!0  or  35  very  shortly. 

The  HoapHctl. 

The  health  record  is  remarkable.  There  has  been  only  one  child  sick 
enough  to  have  a physician  since  the  1st  of  last  Alay — little  Bessie 
Benley,  from  King’s  Alountain,  had  malarial  fever  in  August,  which  kept 
her  in  bed  for  a month.  Three  childi'en  have  had  limbs  broken  from 
falls — r^aura  Threadgill,  from  Anson  county,  Alaggie  Bell,  from  New 
Hanover,  and  Luther  Fulford,  from  Craven  county.  The  two  last  recently, 
and  have  not  yet  entirely  recovered. 

Airs.  Belle  Austin,  of  Union  county,  is  the  Alatron  of  tins  department, 
and  is  a very  etiicient  woman,  well  fitted  for  the  ]>lace.

The  circulation  of  The  Orphans  Friend  averages  2,700.  It  ought  to  be 
10,000.  We  hope  to  increase  it  considerably.  Every  Lodge  in  the  State 
ought  to  take  it  and  keep  it  on  file  in  the  Lodge-room.  Every  Mason 
and  friend  of  this  institution  ought  to  subscribe  for  it.  We  respectfully 
ask  that  the  Grand  Lodge  adopt  it  as  its  official  organ;  that  the  (drand 
Master  make  it  the  medium  of  communication  with  the  Lodges;  that 
Masters  and  Secretaries  of  Lodges  use  it  in  every  way  possible,  and  our 
brethren  throughout  the  State  give  us  items  of  information,  iMasonic 
and  secular,  that  it  may  be  made  interesting  to  the  Craft  and  a welcome 
visitor  in  every  Masonic  home  especially,  as  well  as  every  home  in  the 
State.  The  editor,  Mr.  AV.  B.  Tarkinton,  who  was  appointed  to  the 
position  by  the  Executive  Committee  in  July  last,  came  to  this  Asylum 
in  1876,  from  Chowan  county,  a fatherless  and  motherless  or[)han  six 
years  old.  He  learned  to  be  a printer  here,  and  when  his  time  expired 
started  out  to  make  a living  for  himself.  For  the  past  eight  years  he  has 
occupied  a position  with  Messrs.  Edwards  & Broughton,  of  Raleigh,  and 
was  one  of  their  best  and  most  valued  employees.  I call  your  attention 
to  him  as  another  instance  of  what  the  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum  has  done 
and  is  doing. 

Kitchen,  Sciring  and  Lunndrg  Departments. 

Miss  iSIaggie  Mayer,  of  Charlotte,  Matron  at  the  boys’  building,  and 
Miss  Alice  Earnhardt,  of  Lexington,  Matron  at  the  girls’  building,  are 
very  efficient  women.  Under  these  ladies  the  girls  are  taught  to  cook, 
how  to  be  tidy  and  nice  in  the  preparation  of  food,  and  how  to  serve  it. 
Sixteen  girls  are  detailed  for  this  department  every  four  months,  eight 
going  on  duty  every  other  week.  This  is  done  to  give  every  one  equal 
opportunities  in  the  school  work. 

Miss  Sally  Hunt,  of  Granville  county,  has  charge  of  the  boys'  sewing- 
room  and  Miss  Lucy  House,  of  Halifax  county,  of  the  girls’.  Thej'  are 
both  No.  1 women  and  know  how  to  do  and  to  teach  in  their  depart- 
ments. About  twenty  girls  are  detailed  for  both  sewing-rooms.  They 
are  taught  to  sew,  cut  out  and  make  dresses  and  boys’  clotlies.  Two 
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days  in  eacli  w(>ek  are  devoted  to  patching,  when  otlierand  smaller  girls 
are  required  te  assist  in  the  work. 

IMiss  Sally  Hunt  also  has  charge  of  the  laundry  work.  Ten  girls  are 
detailed  for  this  department.  They  wash  and  iron  all  the  children’s 
clothes  and  hed-clothes. ' This  is  no  little  joh,  hut  they  generally  get 
thi'ougli  the  washing  in  one  day,  and  do  the  ironing  in  the  afternoons. 
AVe  have  a washer,  wringer  and  mangle  which  are  run  by  steam, 
besides  a dryer  to  dry  the  clothes.  IMr.  L.  H.  Stevenson,  of  Northamp- 
ton county,  manages  the  machinery,  which  is  also  used  to  pump  water 
in  the  tank  and  supply  all  the  premises  with  water. 


I.MPKOVE.ME.VTS. 

The  old  “corkscrew”  steps  in  the  girls’  building,  which  were  both 
dangerous  and  hurtful  to  the  girls,  have  been  taken  out  and  new  steps, 
easy  to  climb,  have  been  put  up,  at  a cost  of  §240. 

The  dormitoi'ies  at  the  boys’  building,  consisting  of  three  large  rooms 
liix.50  feet,  have  been  divided  into  twelve  apartments,  making  them 
much  more  comfortable  and  healthy,  at  a cost  of  §200. 

The  water  supply,  which  has  heretofore  been  gotten  from  a ditch  with 
a dam  across  it,  and  into  which  a great  deal  of  filth  went,  besides«being 
kept  muddy  by  every  little  rain,  has  been  greatly  improved.  A tank  of 
2-inch  oak  plank  has  been  built,  holding  over  10,000, gallons,  into  which 
a spring  of  fresh  water  has  been  carried,  supplying  all  the  premises 
with  live,  pure,  wholesome  water,  at  a cost  of  about  $250. 

Water-heating  apparatus  to  supply  the  bath-rooms  with  warm  water 
and  sinks  for  washing  dishes  have  been  put  in  both  kitchens,  which  adds 
greatly  to  the  efficiencj'  and  cleanliness  of  these  dej)artments;  cost  |100. 

The  dining-rooms  at  the  boys’  building  have  been  ceiled  overhead, 
preventing  the  dii’t  fi-om  falling  through  upon  the  food,  rendering  it 
unfit  to  eat;  back  porch  put  to  the  kitchen,  and  pantry  made  for  the 
keeping  Of  provisions,  at  a cost  of  about  §12.5. 

The  lower  windows  of  the  boys’  building  and  the  industrial  building 
have  been  wired,  which  will  more  than  pay  for  itself  in  the  saving  of 
window-glass,  at  a cost  of  about  §71.50. 

Four  pastures  have  heen  fenced  with  barbed  wire  for  our  cattle  and 
hogs,  at  a cost  of  §200.  This  prevents  our  cattle  from  trespassing  upon 
our  neighbors,  which  was  often  the  case  through  the  inattention  and 
carelessness  of  the  boys  who  were  i>ut  to  mind  them,  and  was  a source 
of  continual  annoyance  and  com[)laint. 

Total  cost  of  imjn-ovements,  §1, ISO., 50. 
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IXDUSTKI.VL  FE.VTURES. 

The  industrial  features  of  the  institution  are  very  limited.  About  15 
boys  work  the  farm — more  are  employed  occasionally;  4 boys  work  in 
the  shoe  shop,  4 boys  in  the  printing  office,  and  1 boy  fires  the  engine. 
One  of  the  chief  objects  in  view  in  the  establishment  of  asylums  of 
this  character  is  to  fit  boys  and  girls  to  make  their  own  living  by  giving 
them  some  useful  employment.  This  is  not  only  valuable  to  the  children 
themselves,  but  is  a great  factor  in  maintaining  discipline,  b}’  keeping 
•children  out  of  mischief,  which  is  as  natural  to  boys  as  the  shining  of 
the  sun. 

The  attention  of  the  Board  of  Directors  is  resiiectfully  called  to  the 
following 

suggestions: 

1st.  The  building  of  a “IModern  Dairy.”  We  have  a small  herd  of 
v^eiy  fair  cattle.  There  is  absolutelj'  no  place  to  keep  the  milk  but  the 
back  porch  of  the  Superintendent’s  cottage.  A dairy  is  a very  necessary 
attachment,  not  only  to  utilize  the  product  of  the  cows,  Imt  as  an  indus- 
trial feature  of  the  Asylum.  There  is  nothing  more  healthy  and  nourish- 
ing as  a diet  than  milk.  There  is  no  business  that  will  insure  more 
certain  employment  at  good  wages  than  a knowledge  of  the  dairy  busi- 
ness. It  is  fast  becoming  one  of  the  prominent  imlustiles  of  this  State 
and  the  South,  and  the  services  of  those  who  have  practical  knowledge 
in  that  line  are  at  a premium.  I was  told  by  a dairyman  near  Richmond 
a few  months  ago  that  he  would  be  glad  to  get  some  of  my  boys  and 
girls,  at  good  wages,  if  they  had  any  experience  at  all.  The  establish- 
ment of  a Modern  Dairy  is,  in  my  judgment,  one  of  first  impoidance 
for  the  Board  to  consider.  The  cost  will  he  about  -?1,000  or  81,200. 

2d.  The  establishment  of  a Pants  Factoi’y.  This  will  give  employment 
to  both  boys  and  girls,  l)ut  especially  girls.  All  the  woric  of  the  institu- 
tion could  he  done  by  these  machines  in  one-fourth  the  time  it  now 
takes,  and  the  labor  utilized  in  manufacturing  articles  which  meet  with 
ready  sale  in  ordinary  times  and  bear  a fair  profit,  besides  giving  the 
children  the  benefit  of  the  experience  of  whoever  is  in  charge  of  such  a 
department.  The  putting  in  of  ten  machines,  with  two  or  three  other  labor- 
saving  machines  for  working  button-holes,  etc.,  would  cost  about  8<SO0. 

3d.  A workshop  is  greatlj'  needed,  not  only  to  give  employment  to 
the  boys,  but  to  do  the  necessary  repairs  upon  the  property,  which  is  no 
insignificant  item.  Such  an  industrial  featuie  would  add  veiy  much  to 
the  efficiency  of  the  institution,  and  would  enable  a good  many  more 
boys  to  go  out  into  life  self-su))porting.  I believe  a shop  of  this  kind, 
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properly  and  econoniioally  managed,  would  at  least  pay  its  own  expenses 
and  do  all  onr  own  work  besides. 

The  Asylum  ought  to  tie  a Imsy  place,  every  child  ought  to  be  at  work — 
kept  busy.  This  is  an  education  of  itself.  Idle  children  are  the  ones 
that  are  always  in  mischief,  and  where  idleness  exists  it  is  impossible  to 
properly  and  satisfactorily  enforce  discipline. 

If  these  industries  are  established  and  ])ro]>erly  conducted  in  a prac- 
tical, business  manner  it  will  not  only  add  very  materially  to  the  efficiency 
and  work  of  the  institution,  but  will  tit  more  girls  and  boys  for  useful 
vocations  in  life  and  at  the  same  time  give  them  more  practical  ideas  of 
life  and  its  work. 

I regard  this  as  such  an  important  matter  I beg  the  Board  of  Directors 
to  give  it  serious  consideration.  All  this  requires  money,  and  these  are 
hard  times,  but  this  is  a great  work.  I think  we  may  say  it  is  the  great- 
est work  in  the  State.  AVhat  better  investment  could  a Alason  or  a 
citizen  of  North  Carolina  make  with  his  money  than  put  it  in  an  insti- 
tution which  is  preparing  for  citizenship')  those  who,  if  left  to  themselves 
and  their  evil  surroundings,  would  be  a continual  menace  to  life  and 
]>rop)erty?  Which  is  the  best  and  wisest  investment  of  money — making 
good  citizens,  or  being  taxed  to  build  jails,  ])enitentiaries  and  insane 
asylums? 

THE  PK(n>ERTY 

Is  in  good  condition.  In  attempting  to  liave  a p>lat  made  of  the  land 
it  was  discovered  that  there  were  no  deeds  recorded  for  the  property 
))urchased  from  Roger  O.  Gregory  and  wife  and  Dr.  L.  C.  Taylor  and 
wife.  The  matter  was  immediately  put  into  the  hands  of  Mr.  John  W. 
Hays,  as  attorney  for  the  Asylum,  and  deeds  were  prepared  by  him  and 
signed  by  all  the  parties.  These  deeds  have  been  recorded  in  the  Regis- 
ter’s office  of  Granville  county  and  the  original  turned  over  to  Mr.  G. 
Rosenthal,  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  a copy  of  the  same  kept 
at  the  Asylum  for  information.*  It  is  regretted  that  the  plat  is  not  finished 
so  tliat  it  could  have  been  shown  to  the  Grand  Lodge.  There  are  25.3 
acres  of  land.  I suggest  that  two  topographical  inaiis  be  made — one  for 
the  use  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  one  to  be  in  the  Superintendent’s  office. 

THE  MOCKSVILLE  PICNIC. 

For  sixteen  years  the  citizens  of  Davie  county  have  been  having,  in 
the  month  of  August,  a Alasonic  picnic  for  the  benefit  of  the  Oxford 
Orphan  Asylum.  Our  esteemed  Bro.  T.  B.  Bailey,  of  Mocksville,  is  the 
originator,  and  has  been  the  moving  spirit  in  it  since  it  started.  It  has 
now  become  a county  affair.  Thousands  of  people  from  Davie  and  the 
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surrounding  counties  attend  this  annual  picnic,  making  it  a day  of 
reunion  and  good  cheer.  It  is  a grand  thing  for  5Iasonry  and  a good 
thing  for  tlie  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum.  tVe  received  from  that  source 
this  year  nearly  §600.  AVe  desire  to  express  our  very  grateful  thanks  to 
our  brethren  and  friends  in  Davie  county,  and  to  commend  their  zeal 
and  energy  to  our  brethren  in  other  sections  of  th.e  State.  We  need  a 
revival  of  Masonr}%  and  efforts  of  this  kind  will  hasten  its  coming. 

This  year  two  similar  picnics  were  started;  one  in  Caswell  and  one  in 
AVilkes  county.  The  Masons  in  those  counties  say  they  wish  to  work  for 
the  Asylum  in  this  way.  I call  the  attention  of  the  brethren  to  tliegood 
which  will  result  to  Masonry  and  the  Asylum  from  similar  efforts  in  dif- 
ferent portions  of  the  State.  We  were  invited  to  attend  each  of  these 
picnics  with  a choir  of  the  children,  which  we  did.  In  order  to  utilize 
the  interval  between  the  picnics  we  wrote  to  the  Lodges  in  the  western 
part  of  the  State,  and  a good  many  of  them  invited  us  to  give  a concert 
in  their  towns.  We  visited  and  gave  a concert  in  Reidsville,  Greensboro, 
Alorganton,  Charlotte,  Elkin  and  Concord,  realizing  from  the  tour  about 
§800  above  expenses,  being  absent  from  the  Asylum  seventeen  days.  At 
every  place  we  made  the  acquaintance  of  our  bretliren,  and  when  we 
could  visited  the  Lodges.  AA"e  believe  we  made  many  friends  for  the  Asy- 
lum on  the  trip. 

LIBU.VRV. 

There  is  nothing  more  helpful,  and  I may  say  more  necessary,  in  an 
institution  of  this  kind  than  a library  of  good  books  selected  especially 
for  boys  and  girls.  Books  have  a great  deal  to  do  with  forming  charac- 
ter, inculcating  princijiles  and  helping  a child  to  think.  The  Treasurer, 
Mr.  Rosenthal,  reported  last  year  a gift  of  §100  from  Mr.  B.  N.  Duke,  of 
Durham,  to  start  a library.  This  money  has  been  judiciously  expended, 
and  173  volumes  of  the  liest  litei'ature  suited  to  children  have  been  pur- 
chased. Friends  from  different  portions  of  the  .State  have  also  sent 
books,  and  our  library  now  number.^  about  250  volumes.  The  Alasonic 
Lodge  at  Morganton  gave  us  S21  last  August  to  subscribe  for  The  Youth’s 
Companion  and  Harper’s  Young  People,  and  these  papers  are  greatly 
enjoyed  by  the  .children.  The  teachers  gave  an  entertainment  last  fall  to 
help  in  this  good  cause,  realizing  about  §60,  which  will  soon  be  invested 
in  good  books. 

AVe  respectfully  request  our  Directors,  brethren  and  friends  through- 
out the  State  to  help  us  in  this  laudable  work. 
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TROPOSITIOX  TO  GIVE  FIVE  THOUSAND  DOLLARS. 

The  following  letter,  containing  a jneposition  from  IMr.  B.  N.  Duke,  of 
Dnrimin,  is  resjiectfully  suhinittert  for  your  consideration  and  the  consid- 
eration of  the  (ii'and  Lodge: 

“Duriia.m,  X.  ft,  December  29,  1894.

“Dear  Sir: — As  you  know,  I have  visited  the  Asylum  several  times 
recently  and  made' thorough  examinations  of  the  buildings,  grounds,  etc. 
I am  sori-y  to  say  that  1 found  the  buildings  badly  arranged  and  very 
deficient  in  the  comforts  and  conveniences  I think  necessary  in  an  insti- 
tution of  this  kind.  The  Asylum  is,  in  my  judgment,  well  managed  in 
every  way,  hut  the  buildings  are  certainly  lacking  in  the  comforts  and 
conveniences  of  this  progressive  age,  and  therefore  the  best  results  can- 
not be  obtained.  For  the  purpose  of  remedying  these  defects  I beg  to 
make  the  following  proposition,  viz.:  I will  ]iay  live  thousand  (!fi5,000) 
dollars  to  the  proper  authorities  of  the  Asylum,  provided  the  Masons 
and  other  citizens  of  Nortli  Carolina  will  pay  a like  amount  during  the 
year  1805,  the  entire  ten  thousand  to  be  applied  to  the  same  purpose;, 
that  is,  erecting  buildings  and  improving  those  already  on  the  grounds. 

“Hojiing  that  the  Grand  Lodge  will  see  its  way  clear  to  accept  this 
jiroposition,  1 remain,  with  best  wishes,

iMi-.  Duke,  in  his  capacity  as  a Director,  has  made  two  visits  to  the 
Asylum;  has  carefully  examined  into  all  its  departments  and  buildings. 
He  seems  to  have  been  very  forcibly  struck  with  the  comfortless  condi- 
tion of  the  boys’  and  girls’  buildings,  especially  with  the  one  occupied  by 
the  boys.  There  is  no  way  to  heat  their  dormitories;  there  is  no  place 
provided  for  them  to  be  comfortable  or  to  congregate  in  cold,  rainy,, 
snowy  weather;  consequently  they  have  to  stay  in  their  school-room, 
much  to  the  detriment  and  damage  of  school  furniture.  He  seems  anx- 
ious to  have  the  condition  bettered. 

I respectfully  present  this  idea  for  your  consideration:  If  the  necessary 
funds  can  be  secured,  and  I confidently  believe  they,  can,  that  instead  of 
spending  more  money  on  the  present  buildings,  that  cottages  be  built  to 
hold  not  more  than  twenty  children.  From  the  little  experience  I have 
had  in  the  work  I am  fully  satisfied  that  children  in  such  large  numbers 
cannot  be  proi>erly  controlled  and  trained.  There  is  no  idea  of  home 
life  inculcated.  The  influence  of  the  teacher  for  good  is  more  or  less  lost,. 
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and  it  is  almost  impossible  to  prevent  the  better  disposed  childi-en  from 
being  demoralized  and  contaminated  by  the  willful  and  bad. 

I have  some  definite  ideas  along  this  line  which  I would  be  pleased  to 
offer  when  wanted. 

A _eHRIST.\rAS  PKESEXT. 

I am  pleased  to  announce  to  the  Board  that  IMr.  .Tames  A.  Bradley,  of 
Oakland,  California,  foi'merly  of  Wilmington,  in  this  State,  sent  a deed, 
which  was  received  on  the  :12d,  for  a lot  in  INIinneapolis,  iNIinnesota,  de- 
scribed as  the  easterly  two-thirds  of  lot  G in  block  4i)  in  that  city.  A let- 
ter from  Mr.  Weed  Munroe,  attorney  at  law  in  Minneajtnlis,  and  Mr. 
Bradley’s  representative,  gives  the  following  information: 

Theproj^erty  is  located  in  the  business  center  of  the  city  on  the  corner 
of  Washington  avenue,  south,  and  Fourth  avenue,  south,  directly  across 
the  street  from  the  Chicago,  iililwaukee  & St.  Paul  Railway  Depot,  one 
block  from  tlie  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  two  blocks  from  the  new 
Court-hohse  and  City  Hall,  a building  which,  when  completed,  will  have 
cost  §3,000,000.  It  is  now  held  by  tenants  u]ion  a long  lease,  running 
fifty  years  from  1st  June,  1,''04,  and  at  present  brings  in  an  income  of 
§1,600  per  annum  exclusive  of  all  taxes,  etc. 

Before  we  could  acknowledge  the  receipt  and  thank  i\lr.  Bradley  for  his 
valuable  gift,  even  before  the  deed  reached  us,  on  December  19th.  he 
died.  Ilis  memory  will  always  be  hehl  in  grateful  I’emembrance  for  this 
kindly  act.

institution  as  this  and  prej^ared  for  immortal  citizensliip  in  heaven. 

Is  there  any  better  exemjjlitication  of  what  Masonry  teaches  or  better 
exponent  of  its  principles  than  such  an  institution? 

When  monuments  of  marble  and  l)rass  shall  have  crumbled  into  dust

The  proceedings  of  la.st  evening’s  session  were  read  and 
ap|)roved. 

Bro.  (reo.  \\h  Blount,  from  the  Committee  on  Grand 
Master’s, Addre.ss,  sulnnitted  the  following  report,  which  was 
read  and  adopted  ; 

To  the  Mo»t  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina: 

The  undersigned  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  address  of  the 
Grand  IMaster,  report  that,  besides  the  pleasure  of  having  heard  it  read 
in  the  Grand  Lodge,  we  have  read  it  with  much  satisfaction  and 
pleasure — with  satisfaction  that  our  Grand  IMaster  has  had  a prosperous 
yeai’ — filled  in  with  little  to  mar  the  general  harmony  of  the  Order,  and 
that  little  he  found  easy  of  adjustment;  with  pleasure  that  he  has  been 
greeted  with  the  cordial  co-operation  and  encouragement  of  subordinate 
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officers  and  tire  great  body  of  the  fi'aternity ; and  with  the  further  deduc- 
tion that  progress  has  been  made  and  the  great  principles  of  IMasonry 
are  being  more  and  more  recognized  as  a great  moral  and  enlightening 
power,  and  that  peace  and  hai'uiony  prevail;  that  onr  relations  with 
sister  Grand  Jurisdictions  are  pleasant  and  fraternal,  as  well  those 
with  foreign  Grand  Jurisdictions.  His  reference  to  the  appeal  fur  I'ecog- 
’nition  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Cuba  has  already  been  referred  to  a com- 
mittee, w Inch  will  no  doubt  make  report  to  this  Grand  Lodge. 

We  commend  his  wariness  on  the  subject  of  dispensations;  particularly 
as  to  the  organization  of  new  Lodges,  and  his  advice  to  newly  organized 
Lodges  is  highly  commended.  Ignorance  of  the  Woi'k  and  literature  of 
IMasonry  is  the  fruitful  source  of  apathy  among  our  Lodges.  His  review 
of  the  work  of  the  (.li'ijhan  Asylum  is  highly  gratifying,  and  to  the 
remarks  made  special  reference  is  called.  That  is  oui-  grand  work ; to  it  we 
should  address  our  most  strenuous  etfoits.  We  call  special  attention  to 
and  ask  for  proper  recognition  of  the  munificence  of  Mr.  B.  X.  Duke  ami 
M)'.  James  A.  Bradley,  neither  of  whom  ajrpear  to  be  IMasons,  but  w ho, 
being  imbued  wdth  the  IMasonic  spirit,  call  for  our  hearty  expressions  of 
grateful  thanks.  We  commend  the  attention  of  the  Grand  IMaster’s 
reference  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa,  and  recommend  that  its  request 
be  granted  if  possible. 

We  suggest  the  appointment  of  a Committee  on  Fi-aternal  Dead  that 
suitable  testimonialsof  respect  may  be  made  and  s[)read  upon  our  minutes. 
We  honored  them  while  living;  let  us  have  their  memories  kept  fresh  on 
our  recorded  proceedings. 

AVe  think  his  decisions  on  Alasonic  law-  in  accord  with  Masonic  usage, 
and  sound  so  mucli  so  that  we  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  refer  them  to 
the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence. 

AVe  commend  his  care  in  scrutinizing  appeals  for  help;  too  many 
app>eals  find  way  to  Subordinate  Lodges,  many  of  wddch  the  utmost  wari- 
ness cannot  prevent. 

In  his  retirement  from  the  official  position  of  Grand  Alaster  we  feel 
that  he  will  cari-y  the  tenderest  affection  of  the  Grand  Lodge — for  his 
uniform  kindness,  outspoken  zeal  and  devoted  attacliment  to  the  Order.

A number  of  brethren  made  commendatory  and  eulo- 
gistic remarks  praising  and  thanking  Mr.  B.  N.  Duke  for 
his  kind,  benevolent  and  generous  offer  to  contribute  |5,000 
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towards  erecting  a new  building  for  the  boys  at  the  Orphan 
Asylum,  provided  the  Masons  of  Nortli  Carolina  would 
raise  an  additional  |5,000. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  John  C.  Drewry,  it  was  decided  to- 
request  Bro.  N.  B.  Broughton  to  take  up  a collection  and 
endeavor  to  raise  the  additional  |5,000  at  once.

ADDRESS  BY  HON.  WALTER  CLARK. 

Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  Brethren,  Ladies  and  Gentleinen: 

The  flight  of  the  winged  years  has  brouglit  us  to  the  One  Hundred  and 
Eighth  Annual  Communication  of  oui’  Grand  Lodge  in  North  Carolina. 
The  capital  city  of  your  State  again  gladly  welcomes  you  beneath  its 
roofs.  Once  again  we  look  in  each  other’s  faces.  AVe  mark  with  sadness 
the  absence  of  those  who  have  been  wont  to  assemble  with  us  tmt  wdio 
have  been  called  by  the  Great  Grand  Master  to  the  higher  Lodge  above. 
We  greet  with  coi'dial  greetings  the  brethren  who  come  to  flll  their 
places. 

By  our  custom  one  of  the  brotherhood  is  selected  to  make  the  Annual 
Address  at  these  reunions.  To-day  that  honor  has  fallen  to  my  lot.  I 
might  discourse  of  the  ancient  origin  and  great  dignity  of  our  Order; 
but  that  has  been  clone  heretofore  by  more  diligent  scholars  and  far 
more  eloquent  .speakers.  Beyond  controversy  and  without  denial  our 
Order — even  at  the  most  modern  date  assigned  for  its  origin — is  superior 
in  years  to  any  government  now  existing.  The  Republic  of  France  and 
the  Empire  of  Germany  count  not  yet  twenty-flve  years  of  age.  The 
Empire  of  .Japan  and  the  Kingdoms  of  Spain  and  Italy  date  back  less 
than  forty  years.  The  Empire  of  Austria,  the  Scandinavian  and  Greek 
Dynasties,  the  Mexican  and  South  American  Republics  are  each  younger 
than  the  century.  This  great  Republic  numbers  little  more  than  a hun- 
dred years.  The  British  Government,  as  a constitutional  monarchy  and 
since  the  change  of  dynasty,  can  count  barely  two  centuries.  The 
remaining  governments,  the  Russian,  Turkish  and  Chinese,  under  their 
present  dynasties,  are  admittedly  our  juniors.  While  change  has  thus 
been  busy  with  all  political  institutions  and  governments  it  has  fur- 
rowed no  line  of  destruction  or  decay  upon  the  proud  front  of  Masonry. 
Intact  it  stands,  its  principles  uuchanged,  its  liturgy  unaltered,  its  tenets 
unshaken.  Neither  rebellions  within  nor  wars  without  have  scarred  its 
visage  or  shaken  the  solid  ground  on  which  it  has  planted  its  feet. 
Without  the  tread  of  an  armed  force  behind  it  it  has  outlived  many  a 
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vani^ihed  and  forgotten  century.  Without  any  political,  theological  or 
linancial  system  to  maintain  it  has  seen  empires  and  kingdoms  pass 
away  and  the  world  “forget  tliem  with  a just  decay.’’ 

It  is  well,  then,  to  consider  what  is  the  vital  principle  which  has  main- 
tained Ma.sonry  in  its  pristine  vigor  and  purity  when  in  all  other  purely 
human  institutions  change— incessant,  never-ending  change — is  the  law 
which  raises,  sustains  awhile  and  then  submerges  all. 

Th(>  can.se  is  not  far  to  seek.  It  is  because  Masonry  is  based  upon  one 
of  the  three  fundamental  j)rinciples  uj:ion  which  all  human  development 
must  rest.  The  great  English  race  gave  tis  liberty,  the  fairest  goddess  of 
the  morn.  Anotlun-  branch  of  that  race  ijroclaimed  equality  of  lights 
to  all  the  world,  and  made  it  good  from  Bunker  Hill  to  Yorktown.  The 
progress  of  the  world  is  liy  U2iheavals.  It  is  not  like  the  smooth  rip{}ling' 
of  the  silvery  stream,  broadening  out  and  out  till  it  reaches  the  ocean 
of  man’s  last  asi>irations,  but  it  is  often  by  the  sudden  and  swift  plunge 
of  Niagara  and  amid  the  hell  of  seething  waters  that  abuses  are  sub- 
merged and  swept  away.  8o  it  was  amid  the  conflagration,  tears  and 
blood  of  a great  iiolitical  earthquake,  when  temple  and  palace  went  to- 
the  ground  in  that  saddest  and  sincerest  epoch  of  all  the  ages,  that  latest 
and  severest  struggle  of  men  for  the  rights  of  man — the  great  Eiench 
Revolution  —that  there  rose  by  the  side  of  English  Liberty  and  American 
Equality  the  fair  figure  of  Fraternity.  Lilierty,  Equality,  Fraternity — 
these  are  the  immortal  three.  In  them  rest  the  hojies  of  man.  By 
them,  if  it  shall  j)lease  Hod,  shall  be  worked  out  the  elevation  of  the 
race  of  man  to  heights  yet  undreamed  of.  It  is  because  we  be 
brethren — it  is  because  Masonry  recognizes  the  grand  and  immortal 
truth  of  the  brotherhood  of  man  that  it  lies  near  to  the  hearts  of 
men.  It  has  laid  hold  of  an  undying  principle,  and  hence  it  has  not 
died  and  cannot  die.  If  men  are  brethren,  then  liberty  and  equality 
follow,  because  among  brothers  all  should  be  equal  in  rights  and  free. 

These  princijjles  are  seed  truths  sown  Ijy  the  “pale  Galilean.”  lie 
first  taught  that  men  are  brethren.  He  was  the  first  who  taught  equality 
becau.se  between  the  humblest  of  human  creatures  and  the  great 
uncreated  One  there  was  to  be  no  human  intermediary.  In  that  great 
Presence,  before  that  great  throne,  all  men  are  equal.  He  taught  libeity, 
for  where  love  was  thei'e  was  liberty.  Those  principles,  sown  like 
mustard  seed  by  the  Lake  of  Hennesaret,  have  germinated  and  become 
great  trees,  and  all  nations  wish  to  rest  beneath  their  branches. 

'Whatever  in  human  society  is  in  accord  with  those  principles  lives 
and  cannot  cease  to  live.  IMasonry  clasped  to  its  bosom  the  cardinal 
l)i'inciple  of  the  brotherhood  of  man,  and  many  other  orders  are  now 
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following  ill  its  stejis.  The  development  of  the  race  and  its  ultimate 
triumph  lies  in  that  direction.  Whatever  denies  the  brotherhood  of 
man  negatives  the  equality  of  rights  and  privileges  among  all  men  or 
represses  liberty  of  thought  and  speech,  tends  to  postpone  the  triumph 
of  humanity.  In  the  Lays  of  Ancient  Rome  we  are  told  that: 

“Then  the  great  man  helped  the  poor 
And  the  jioor  man  loved  the  great. 

Then  lands  were  fairly  portioned 
And  honors  were  fairly  earned. 

The  Romans  were  like  brothers 
In  the  brave  days  of  old.'' 

As  it  was  in  the  best  and  brightest  days  of  old  Rome,  so  Masonry 
would  have  it  now.  It  would  have  the  rich  relieve  the  needy;  it  would 
have  the  poor  respect  the  wealthy;  it  would  have  a hand  open  as  day  to 
melting  charity;  it  would  help  the  widow  and  the  orphan  and  him  that 
hath  no  helper.  It  would  have  men  meet  on  the  level  and  act  on  the 
square,  and  be  again  like  brothers  as  in  the  brave  days  of  old.  IVhen,  as 
in  this  day  and  generation,  grasping  monopolies  seize  upon  all  the 
avenues  of  trade;  when  the  earnings  of  the  toiling  masses  are  lessened 
that  the  superfluities  of  the  rich  may  be  increased;  when  gigantic  com- 
binations lay  their  heavy  hands  upon  the  necessities  of  life,  and,  bolder 
than  the  robber  Barons  of  old,  do  so  without  fear  of  the  law ; when  distress 
abounds  among  the  many  all  over  this  broad  land  of  ours  that  a few  may 
heap  up  piles  of  gold  exceeding  the  wealth  “of  Ormus  or  of  Ind”  or 
that  which  Cortez  found  in  the  halls  of  the  Montezumas  or  Pizarro  in 
the  palaces  of  the  Incas;  when  such  things  are  taking  i)lace  around  us  an 
institution  which  recalls  to  us  by  its  teachings,  by  its  symbols  and  its 
origin  the  daily  needs  of  the  poor  and  the  essential  brotherhood  of  man 
has  its  justification  and  its  cause  of  existence.  AVithont  appeal  to  force, 
without  threat  of  violence,  it  is  a living  j>rotest  from  the  past  projected 
into  the  future.  It  sets  forth  the  existence  of  a God  when  grasping 
injustice  forgets  it.  It  presents  the  dignity  of  labor  by  the  symbols  of 
toil  in  an  age  when  wealth  corrupts  the  ideas  of  youth.  It  demands 
help  as  a sacred  right  and  duty  towards  the  poor,  simply  because  they 
are  our  brethren,  at  a time  when  avarice  recognizes  no  power  that  it  does 
not  fear,  and  by  its  sublime  teachings  and  its  active  charities  it  stands  a 
stern  and  fearless  monitor  against  the  greed  and  godless  thirst  for  gold 
of  this  degenerate  age  of  ours. 

Though  Masonry  has  had  its  persecutions  it  has  never  been  a political 
force  in  a party  sense.  It  has  admitted  Heni'y  YII.  and  the  Prince  of 
AVales  to  its  Grand  ^Mastership.  The  honor  was  to  them,  not  to  the 
Order  which  accepted  their  membership  only  upon  subsci'iption  to  its 
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jM-inciples.  In  the  bi’oadei'  it  has  always  been  a political  force  on 
the  side  of  the  rights  of  man.  In  our  great  Kevolution  all  the  great 
leadei’S  and  all  our  generals  arc  said  to  have  been  Masons,  excejit  one, 
and  that  one  was  Benedict  Arnold.  In  tlie  great  contlict  which  all  men 
know  to  he  now  impending,  and  which,  indeed,  is  already  begun,  between 
tlie  classes  and  the  masses,  between  the  gigantic  combinations,  called 
trusts,  but  in  which  no  man  trusts,  on  the  one  hand  and  the  people  on 
the  other,  lietween  the  forces  which  will  carry  man  on  to  his  highest  stage 
of  development  and  those  forces  which  would  drag  us  l.)ack  to  medieval 
misery — in  this  great  struggle  the  weight  of  an  Order  which  njaintains 
tVaternity  and  the  essential  Irrotherhood  of  man  will  be  found  in  the 
scales  on  the  side  of  liberty,  of  right  and  progress.  There  can  be  no 
greater  denial  of  its  cardinal  principles  of  fraternity  and  equality  than 
any  system  which  is  making  multimillionaires  on  the  one  hand  and  mill- 
ions of  paujiers  on  the  other.  A too  patient  world  has  borne  this  sys- 
tem till  the  tension  cannot  be  much  greater.  The  change  is  coming.  It 
is  coming  in  the  name  of  liberty,  equality  and  fraternity.  When  we  are 
freemen  and  equal  iu  rights,  and  brothers  indeed,  the  eternal  principles- 
of  Masonry  will  govern  the  world.  Is  the  ]ioet  too  eager,  is  he  too  hope- 
ful, who  sings: 


“Swing  inward,  <)  gates  of  the  future. 

Swing  outward,  ye  di,)ors  of  tlie  past. 

For  the  soul  of  the  people  is  moving 
And  rising  from  slumber  at  last. 

The  lilack  forms  of  night  are  retreating. 

The  wiiite  ]ieaks  have  signaled  the  day, 

■\nd  freedom  her  long  roll  is  beating 
And  calling  her  sons  to  the  fray. 

“Oh,  woe  to  the  robbers  who  gatlier 

In  liehls  wliere  they  never  have  sown — 

Who  have  stolen  the  jewels  from  labor 
And  builded  to  Mammon  a throne. 

MTiile  our  fellows  are  treated  as  cattle 
That  are  muzzled  when  treading  the  corn. 

And  millions  sink  down  in  life’s  battle 
AVith  a sigh  for  the  day  they  ivere  born. 

“ Swing  inward,  O gates  of  the  future. 

Swing  outward,  ye  d’oors  of  the  past; 

A giant  is  waking  from  slumher 
And  rending  his  fetters  at  last. 

From  the  dust  where  his  ])roud  tyrants  found  him. 
Unhonored  and  scorned  and  betrayed. 

He  shall  idse  with  the  sunlight  around  him 
And  rule  in  the  realm  he  has  made.” 
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Masonry  originated  as  a labor  organization.  Its  very  name,  its  sym- 
bols, its  liturgy  alike  proclaim  this.  ' The  spirit  still  animates  it.  Its 
fundamental  principles  are  equality,  justice  and  the  brotherhood  of  man. 
Upon  no  other  theory  can  its  long  existence  be  exj>lained  than  this  hold 
upon  the  popular  heart.  Beneath  the  despotism  of  Eussia  it  is  jiroscribed 
and  exists  only  in  secret.  In  the  air  of  a free  country  it  breathes, 
expands  and  lives.  Like  the  flower,  it  grows  towards  the  liglit. 

The  Fatherhood  of  God  and  the  Brotlierhood  of  ^lan — tliese  are  the 
twin  pillars  of  Masonry.  Between  them  lies  the  road  which  leads  to  the 
happiness  and  elevation  of  the  human  race. 

Bro.  W.  T.  Caho  offered  tlie  following  resolution,  which 
was  unanimously  adopted  by  a rising  vote:

It 
is  the  gift  of  true  men.  A true  man  yourself,  ;fou  will  cherish  it  as  such.

I liave  always  regretted  mv'  inability  to  give  saiitahle  expression  to  my 
feelings,  but  never  more  than  on  the  jiresent  occasion,  when  I wish  to 
express  to  you  my  sincere,  grateful  appreciation  of  this  beautiful  token 
of  your  continued  regard  and  esteem  for  me.  I assure  you,  my  brethren,  I 
do  feel  most  deei)ly  this  evidence  that  my  earnest  efforts  to  build  up  and 
perpetuate  our  grand  institution  have  been  appreciated  and  understood 
by  you.

ADDRESS  OF  GRAND  MASTER  E.  M.  MOVE. 

lirothrr 

Before  closing  the  < Irand  Lodge  I heg  your  indulgence  for  a short  time, 
tliat  I may  speak  a parting  word  to  all  ere  we  bid  each  other  farewell. 

In  entering  uixjn  the  discharge  of  the  important  duties  pertaining  to 
the  high  office  of  Giand  IMaster  of  Alasons,  to  which  you  have  kindly 
elevated  me,  and  for  which  I again  tender  you  my  sincere  thanks,  I am 
impressed  with  a deep  sense  of  the  resposihility  resting  upon  me  and  the 
solemn  engagements  which  I have  assumed. 

Taking  a reti’ospective  view,  I see,  looking  down  the  dim  vista  of  the 
past,  a long  line  of  distinguished  IMasons  who  have  occupied  this  chair 
with  credit  to  themselves  and  honor  to  the  fraternity,  adding  much  by 
their  unselfish  labor  to  the  glory  of  Freemasonry  and  contributing  largely 
in  making  it  wliat  it  is  to-day  in  North  Carolina. 

I cannot  hope  to  surpass,  if  I shall  be  able  to  equal,  and  fear  I ma}^ 
fall  far  short  of  the  great  and  good  work  accomplished  by  them,  but  I 
am  proud  to  say  that  I yield  to  none  in  my  love  for  our  noble  Order  and 
admiration  of  its  grand  and  sublime  principles,  which  are  as  broad  and 
“ exiainsive  as  the  blue  vault  of  heaven  itself,”  and  I shall  endeavor, 
with  the  guidance  of  the  Great  Grand  Master  above  and  your  kind  indul- 
gence and  assistance,  to  imitate,  at  least,  the  zeal,  fidelity  and  faithful-  -• 
ne.ss  displayed  l)y  those  who  have  irreceded  me  in  this  exalted  station. 

I have  a I'ight  to  expect — I do  expect,  brethren,  and  feel  that  I shall 
unreservedly  receive — your  full,  hearty  and  cordial  support  and  co-opera- 
tion in  the  performance  of  the  liigh  trust  j'ou  have  committed  to  my 
hands. 

Without  this  the  task  before  me  will  indeed  be  difficult,  uncertain  and 
unsatisfactory,  but  with  it  1 shall  not  fear  the  result,  going  forward  with 
full  confidence  that  all  will  be  well. 

As  members  of  the  IMasonic  fraternity  at  large  it  is  unnecessaiy  to 
remind  you  that  we  have  duties  and  obligations  resting  upon  us  of  the  most 
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solemn  and  binding  nature,  which  we  cannot  change  or  evade.  As  indi- 
vidual members  of  our  respective  Lodges  these  duties,  perhaps,  become 
stronger,  more  binding  and  more  important  still. 

Let  us  not  overlook  what  has  been  so  often  forcibly  and  ably 
impressed  upon  us  from  this  c^iair — that  Masonry  is  not  an  empty  or 
meaningless  word;  that  to  be  a good  Mason  is  to  be  a good,  true  man,  a 
good  neighbor,  a good  citizen,  and,  above  all,  a diligent  seeker  “for  the 
light  which  is  to  guide  his  steps  and  point  him  to  the  path  which  leads 
to  duty  and  to  Him  who  gives  to  duty  its  reward.” 

Quoting  from  an  eminent  Masonic  writer,  “Freemasonry  is  a moral 
institution  established  by  virtuous  men,  with  the  praiseworthy  design  of 
recalling  to  our  i-emembrance  the  most  sublime  truths  in  the  midst  of 
the  most  innocent  and  social  pleasures — founded  on  Libei  ality,  Brotherly 
Love  and  Charity.”  AVe  are  taught  that  every  “character,  tigure  and 
emblem  depicted  in  a Lodge  has  a moral  tendency  and  inculcates  the 
practice  of  the  noblest  virtues.” 

- Let  us  take  these  great  truths  to  heart,  brethren,  and  practice  them  in 
our  daily  walk  aird  conversation.  For  the  year  that  is  before  us  let 
every  Mason  regard  it  as  a duty  especially  assigned  to  him  to  eirdeavor 
to  cultivate  a high  standard  of  morality  and  virtue  in  his  Lodge;  to 
encourage  the  brethren  in  every  way  in  his  power  in  the  acquisition  of 
a thorough  knowledge  of  the  Work,  which  I regret  to  say  is  sadly  needed 
in  many  instances,  causing  much  apathj'  and  inditference  among  the 
Craft,  to  the  great  detriment  of  our  beloved  institution;  to  insist  upon  a 
strict  construction  and  rigid  enforcement  of  the  law  rec]uiring  proficiency 
in  candidates  previous  to  advancement — a matter  to  my  mind  of  the 
highest  importance;  to  counsel  and  advise  as  a safe  rule  the  building  up 
of  the  old  rather  than  establishing  new  Lodges  except  in  cases  where 
unusual  benefits  are  likely  to  accrue  to  the  Order,  and  then  only  upon 
condition  that  the  Worshipful  Master  at  least  of  the  proposed  new  Lodge 
shall  be  well  skilled  in  the  Ritual  and  laws  of  IMasonry;  to  urge  upon  all 
the  great  importance  of  paying  Lodge  dues  promptly,  thereby  removing  a 
prolific  source,  in  my  opinion,  of  much  of  the  non-affiliation  of  to-day, 
and  last  though  not  least,  but  first  of  all  and  above  all,  to  work  unceas- 
ingly for  the  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum  in  the  Lodge  and  out  of  it,  among 
the  brethren  and  among  others,  to  the  end  that  that  gi’and  and  noble 
charity  may  receive  the  generous  and  liberal  support  of  all  our  Lodges 
and  the  good  people  of  every  section  of  the  State.  If  we  shall  accom- 
]dish  these  things,  or  a part  of  them  only,  our  labor  will  not  have  been 
in  vain.  Let  us  at  least  make  them  the  high  mark  to  which  we  shall 
strive  to  attain  the  coming  year.

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1 trust,  l:>rethren,  that  the  year  upon  which  we  are  now  entering  may 
iie  a jirosperons  one  for  our  noble  Order.  IMay  jieace  and  harmony  reign 
suj)reine  throughout  our  borders  and  with  all  our  sister  Grand  .Jurisdic- 
tions! May  the  itlasons  of  North  Carolina  live  in  friendship  and  brotherly 
love,  and  may  it  always  be  truthfully  said  of  us,  “Behold  how  good  and 
how  i>leasant  it  is  for  brethren  to  dwell  together  in  unity!”  In  the  lan- 
guage of  anothei',  permit  me  to  say  that  it  is  “useless  parade  to  talk  of 
the  subjection  of  irregular  passions  within  the  walls  of  the  I.jodge  if  we 
permit  them  to  triumph  in  our  intercourse  \\*ith  each  other.  Uniting 
in  the  grand  design,  let  us  be  ha[)]>y  ourselves  and  endeavor  to  promote 
the  ha])piness  of  others.” 

Our  labor,  brethren,  is  now  ended.  The  work  of  the  One  Hundred 
and  I<!ighth  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina  is 
over,  and  after  these  few  days  of  delightful  fraternal  intercourse  we  are 
about  to  separate  to  return  to  our  respective  homes,  there  to  resume  our 
usual  vocations.  May  your  life’s  voyage  the  coming  year  be  over  smooth 
seas,  undisturbed  by  a single  wave  of  adversity,  and  beneath  bright 
skies  where  no  cloud  of  sorrow  shall  appear;  and  until  we  meet  again 
may  we  so  demean  ourselves  as  Masons  that  in  all  we  do  we  shall  win 
the  ajiproving  smile  of  the  Immaculate  Euler  of  heaven  and  earth— our 
(treat  Grand  IMaster,  who  in  infinite  glory  and  majesty  presides  in  the 
Celestial  I.jodge  above! 

The  Grand  Lodge  having  coucduded  its  business,  the  pro- 
ceedings of  this  morning’s  session  were  read  and  approved. 

Tlie  Grand  Lodge  was,  at  2 o’clock  p.  m.,  closed  in  ample 
form.
